Engineers Grant Plea 
To Allow Access For 
New Yacht Facilities 


George Leo Zaro has won his 
fight for the right to dredge a 
channel from his proposed yacht 
harbor in upper Richardson bay 
to deep water off Sausalito. 
Col. Henry Walsh of the Army 
Corps of Engineers yesterday 
signed a permit which allows Zaro 
to dredge Saucelito canal from the 
Redwood bridge 11,000 feet to the 
old 
ship-turning 
basin 
opposite 
Marinship. 
The permit, opposed by the Rich­ 
ardson Bay Flood Control committee 
and other backers of the Urquhert 
plan far the upper bay, calls for 
dredging the canal six feet deep 
below tower tow water and to a 
40-foot width. 
HAD EARLIER APPROVAL 
Zaro already has permission to 
dredge a yacht harbor opposite his 
property west of the Redwood bridge 
and adjoining Highway 101. 
The permit calls for filling of 
tidelands property owned by Zaro 
from the railroad tracks nearly 2,000 
feet out into the bay to the canal 
between extensions of Yuba street 
and Madrona street in Sausalito. 
This area will be filled eight feet 
above high water. Zaro says it will 
be ideal light industrial property 
with water, road and rail transport 
available. Also to be filled is one 
small tot about midway between 
this fill and the Redwood bridge. 
TO START SOON - 
Zaro says he hopes 
to start 
dredging almost immediately. The 
clamshell 
dredge, 
which 
earlier 
passed through the draw span of 
the Redwood bridge for the first 
step in the yacht fyirbor dredging, 
is due to return •'almost any day 
now,” for the second portion of the 
work. After that it will move at 
once to toe Sausalito fill area and 
begin to raise a 9,000-foot levee 
around the lots to be filled. When 
tx)m| t o t ^ # a jp tto n dredge will 
thin be used to dr4d*e out Sauce- 
lit© canal and fill in behind the 
levees, Zaro said. 
Zaro was jubilant. “My wife’s 
dream has finally come through,” 
he declared. “I’m only sorry she 
isn’t here to see it. (Mrs, Zaro died 
in April, 1951.) My yacht harbor 
will be a credit to Marin county. 
It will be the largest harbor in 
northern California. It’s going to 
be like Newport harbor, only we’re 
going to benefit by Newport’s mis­ 
takes.” Zaro has estimated more 
than a million dollars will be spent 
before it is completed. 
LAKE-TYPE PLAN 
Not so Jubilant were Urquhart 
plan backers, who propose a solid 
earth fill across the bay near the 
Redwood bridge. This would form a 
Lake Merritt-type lake capable of 
being controlled to exclude high 
tides and to be kept low for heavy 
water runoffs in the rainy season. 
. “Zero's permit has very little to 
do with steps we are going to take,” 
Hugh Rodman, chairman of the 
flood control committee declared. 
“We plan to assist in formation of a 
flood control district by the county 
and then to set up a zone for con­ 
demning property which will be 
made into the lake. 
“We will first investigate the cost 
of condemnation and# then decide 
on the size of the zone we will set 
up. Then we will bring the matter 
before the people and vote a bond 
issue to condemn the property and 
build the dam. Zero’s permit has 
little effect cm any of this.” 
He said that the fact he is dredg­ 
ing the canal “below the point 
where we will tatild the dam, won’t 
have much to m with the value of 
the land we will condemn.”

Negligence Probed 
WASHINGTON (U.P) — Senate 
investigators todsy looked into the 
possibility that Air Force negligence 
led to the damage of a critical part 
of the nation’s B-36 bomber fleet 
by a Texas tornado last week. 
An official of the senate prepared- 
ness subcommittee said the group is 
looking into the disaster to deter­ 
mine “whether proper precautions 
were taken and whether the losses 
were unavoidable.”

Big Korea Raids 
SEOUL CU.R) — Waves of U.S. 
planes defiantly carried the Korean 
war to the doorsteps of both the 
Soviet Union and Red China today. 
Thirty-five B-29 superfortresses 
struck first with 300 tons of demoli­ 
tion bombs at northwest Korea’s vi­ 
tal S u i h o power* plant,, directly 
across the Yalu river from Manchu­ 
ria.

ACCORDING TO the analysis 
of the proposal by toe legislative 
counsel, it "forbids any person 
concerned with administration of 
aid to needy blind persons for dic­ 
tating how any applicant or re­ 
cipient shall spend such aid given 
to him." 
It also declares that all money 
paid to a recipient shall be intend­ 
ed to help him meet his individual 
needs, and that toe funds are not 
for toe benefit of any other per­ 
son. Also, toe aid when granted is 
not to be construed as income to 
any other person other than the 
blind recipient. 
Actually, what the measure does 
is continue county blind aid to 
cases where two blind individuals, 
husband and wife, are receiving 
such aid, and once reaching the 
age of 65 years, thereby becoming 
eligible for a larger sum from the 
state. The individual, of course, 
who reaches age 65 would no long­ 
er receive the county aid, but the 
spouse, under the amendment, 
would continue to receive county 
aid. Under present rules and regu­ 
lations. the added state aid would 
be considered ts family income, 
r and almost the entire amount of 
county aid would be lost to the 
family.

WASHINGTON (U.B—'What kid 
’ * hasn't played a mouth organ, and 
what grown-up hasn’t made twice 
as much noise complaining about 
the racket from same? 
Well, the harmonica is being 
honored .this summer as the south 
German town of Trossingen ob­ 
serves its 800th anniversary. This 
little news Item sent me in search 
of information on the history of 
this old-time melody-maker. 
I found files at tha Library of 
Congress and at tha National 
Geographic Society.

THE HARMONICA IS being 
honored in Germany mostly be-. 
cause Trossingen, in toe French- 
sone of Wurttemberg-Hohensolleni, 
owes a lot to the Instrument 
(hie of the world’s best-known 
and biggest makers of mouth or­ 
gans has a shop there, and the fac­ 
tory provides work for much of the 
town’s population. 
Actually, the mouth harmonica, 
is much younger than Trossingen 
itself. It was invented in Berlin in 
1821 by Friedrich Buschmann in 
Berlin. It employs an old oriental 
system of making music by pass­ 
ing air over “free” reeds—vibrat­ 
ing reeds that exactly fit the wind 
aperture. 


Some of the Chinese organs used 
bamboo pipes or canes that are 14 
feet long.' 
TL% oriental mouth organs, of 
course, can be toted by one man 
but certainly they cannot be 
stuffed into toe pocket like toe 
German and American models. 
Many a kid and a lot of old 
timers* Uke this one, can testify 
that a pocket is a handy thing to 
hide a mouth organ from a snoopy 
teacher. 
The German and American 
models vary from toys capable of 
playing cm only one key to Urge 
chromatic harmonicas that can 
play anything from the classic to 
boogie, eight to the bar.

HUT THERE WERE oriental 
mouth organs long before the Ger­ 
man got to his inventing. Japanese 
and Chinese models were made 
with a gourd, or a gourd-shaped 
piece of carved wood. This served 
as an airpocket. 
Thirteen or more slender canes 
were inserted into this windchest, 
and each cane produced a note 
from a different free reed. 


TECHNICALLY, ..THE instru­ 
ment generally called the har­ 
monica is a mouth harmonica or 
mouth organ, but musical dic­ 
tionaries differentiate between the 
mouth harmonica and the har­ 
monica. 
The harmonica is an instrument 
invented by Benjamin Franklin 
and by no means resembles a 
mouth organ. 
Franklin’s invention possessed 
such musical merit that great com­ 
posers wrote music specially for it. 
The mouth organ hasn’t enjoyed 
that much distinction, although 
tome of the renditions at Trossin­ 
gen were composed by Bach—for 
other instruments. 
The Franklin harmonica con­ 
sisted of a series of graduated 
glass bells, or bowls. These were 
nest«! into one another and 
mounted cm a central shaft. The

by means of a foot pedal with toe 
bowl* immersed m a reservoir of 
water. As the bowls turned on the 
shaft, out came music by placing 
the fingers on their wet, revolv-.

poiiticv—Truman, Taft and Dewey 
—were splic ed into the presidential 
campaign today, a day of compara­ 
tive inactivity for the two major 
contender*. 
Gen. Dwight Elsenhower, the Re­ 
publican presidential nominee, was 
at his home in New York. After a 
closed door appearance at a Citizens 
for Eaenhower-N ixon meeting, he 
to draft speeches for his 
Midwestern whistle stop tour which 
starts tomorrow. 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson, Democratic 
presidential nominee, headed for 
Springfield, Bl., after winding up an 
eight-day, nine-state western swing 
at Albuquerque, N.M.. yesterday. 
TRUMAN’S TRIP 
Thus, the political spotlight was 
free to focus elsewhere. It did, and 
here’s how: * 
1—President Truman. The Dem­ 
ocratic National Oomittee gave its 
Stamp Of approval — meaning it 
would foot the bill — to an 8.500- 
miie. 18-day "give-'em-hell” junket 
by the President into 24 states. Re 
will be in San Francis» on October 
4. 
‘ 
2—Ben! Robert A Taft. He got be­ 
hind EisenhowaMihe man who de­ 
feated him in their dramatic duel 
for the GOP presidential nomina­ 
tion—and said he was ready to 
campaign for a Republican victory 
in the November election. 
JhrGov. Thomas E. Dewey. A New 
York congressman, Rep. Leonard tv. 
Hall, called for a more active cam­ 
paign role for Dewey, who retired 
to the wings after helping Eisen­ 
hower win the GOP nomination. 
The White House was the source 
of yesterday's announcement that 
Truman will make a trarts-conti­ 
nental stumping tour. The dates are 
September 21 through October 12. 
TAFT, IKE MEET 
Taft and Eisenhower got together 
over breakfast in New York yester­ 
day. Afterward, Taft told reporters 
that — except for ’‘differences of 
degree” on foreign policy—he and 
Eisenhower saw eye to eye on the 
issues. 
Tafts statement and willingness 
to campaign were generally Inter­ 
preted as a boon to Eisenhower’s 
pleas for party unity. 
They ware 
seen.too, as an impetus to bring out 


the vote of any Taft followers who 
might still be sulking over the out­ 
come of the GOP nomination race. 
Dewey, 
the OOP 
presidential 
nominee in 1944 and 1948, was a big 
gun in Eisenhower's victory at the 
Chicago convention last July. 
He 
moved into the background after­ 
ward, amid charges he was domin­ 
ating Eisenhower’s campaign. His 
assigned task was to win New York. 
But Rep. Hall told a reporter: 
“If the governor will consent to 
a more active part in the campaign, 
I am sure that his help will be 
welcomed,” 
COOL REACTION 
This brought a noticeably cool 
reaction at Eisenhower headquar­ 
ters. Sen. Frank Carlson of Kansas 
and Ralph Cake, Oregon national 
committeeman, said they had heard 
no report that Dewey would expand 
his role. 
Gov. Stevenson, ending his first 
campaign drive at Alburquerque 
yesterday, took advantage of the 
Taft-Eisenhower breakfast huddle 
to poke fun at his opposition. 
“It looks as though Sen. Taft lost 
the nomination but won the nom­ 
inee • he quipped and added: 
"The elephants put their two 
heads together for a peace treaty— 
they must have eaten crow.” 
Stevenson also hit hard at what 
he called “salesmen of confusion.* 
He said such men try to “profit 
from anxiety, hysteria and fear.” 
The governor said American Com­ 
munist«. constitute no great danger 
and the FBI is doing a fine job of 
exposing them. He said a federal 
loyalty system was set up in 1947, 
three years before Republican Sol 
Joseph 
McCarthy 
of 
Wisconsin 
“made his shrill discovery of th€ 
Communist menace.” 
If elected, Stevenson said, he 
would “sternly and 
mercilessly” 
track down any Communists in the 
government.

Thirty-five gear» ago, in 1918, 
there were 48 public elementary 
schools in the County of Marin. 
Today there are still 48 public 
elementary schools in the county. 
Records show further that aa far 
back as 1888 there were 42 ele­ 
mentary schools in the county. 
There the similarity changes 
In 1888 there were only 58 teach­ 
ers in the 42 elementary schools and 
four teachftrs were employed to 
teach the elassee at the one high 
school in Ban Rafael. 
In 1918, 118 teachers were needed 
in the elementary schools, plus two 
kindergarten teachers. There are 
nearly 750 teachers in today's 48 
elementary schools. 
From one high school with four 
teachers, the county has grown to 
four public high school! which Iasi 
year educated more than 4000 stu­ 
dents. 
Average daily attendance in 1918, 
was 2X1 in elementary schools; 485 
in high schools. Last year average 
daily attendance was 10372 in ele­ 
mentary schools, 
3.297 
in high 
schools and- 2.416 in College of 
Marin. Total enrollment last year 
totaled 19308. This year it will go 
well above the 20,000 mark, 
MANY PROBLEMS 
This 
remarkable 
growth 
has 
brought problems, lots of them, to 
the school district trustees. Mill Val­ 
ley district Is a good example.

STORIES OF INFLATED post­ 
war prices have given home peo­ 
ple the idea that today they will 
not get good value for their money, 
and that if they wait, prices will 
come down to the pre-war level. 
Not only Is this wishful think­ 
ing, but facts and figures prove 
actually that housing today is one 
of the least inflationary buys this 
nation has to offer, and that to­ 
day’s buyer is getting more for his 
money, at less proportion of his 
Income, than ever before. 
fiince 1939, personal income has 
risen 305%, whereas prices of new 
homes have risen only 110%. 
With this enormous increase in 
personal 
income 
everyone 
has 
more purchasing power—even with 
the inflated dollar. That means 
that a new house is easier to buy. 
For instance, in 1939 it took the 
average manufacturing worker 290 
work weeks to buy a new home. 
Twelve years later, the average 
manufacturing worker takes only 
161 work weeks to buy his home. 
IN THE UNLIKELY event that 
building cost»—and thus prices of 
new homcs—should come down in 
the near future, so also would 
prices 
of 
automobiles, 
bread, 
clothing, radios and, most im­ 
portant of all—salaries. So that, 
in effect, people would be less able 
to pay tor tbe homes they de­ 
sired.

For Healthy Plants In Spring 


ffr All gardening has its roots in the 
•oil. 
iu 
Our beautiful coast redwood, or 
•ucaplytus which here in Califor­ 
nia grow astonishingly fast, our 
valley oaks, our hills!ope toyons, 
gar rare exotics from distant lands 
all grow well In proportion to the 
fc&nd of soil their roots sure in. Our 
smaller plants, bulbs, perennials 
and annuals grow according to the 
attention we give their soil 
Fanners think one of the best 
to work soil is in the fall as 
last crop is harvested, before 
th e winter rains come.

hours that soil wiU be ready to 
work. 
Spading will be easy, and all thq 
soil will turn over, break up and 
resettle smoothly. When the entire 
plot has been spaded and roughly 
graded, it is a good plan to once 
again let some time go by before 
actually setting in a single new 
plant. The loose earth exposed to 
both sun and air is freshened and 
the soil atmosphere itself Is im­ 
proved throughout. Always regrade 
before setting out new plants in a 
spaded over plot. Use an iron rake, 
pass it lightly over the plot. 
WHAT SHOULD BE DONE if in 
bringing up the old annuals white 
wGOiy aphis is found in the soil? 
Then the procedure should call for 
a fumigant to get rid o f the root 
aphis pests, 
/ 
There are several commercial 
products 
containing 
compounds 
such as calcium cyanld, benzene 
hcxachloride, lindane, etc., which 
are ideal fumigants that can de­ 
stroy soil-borne insect pests. 
After soil has been treated for 
the purpose of cleaning it of insect 
pests a period of time should elapse 
to allow the gasses to escape. This 
might require seven to 14 days, in 
f special cases even longer. But ©nee 
there is no evidence of any gas, 
proceed with planting. Here again 
a last raking of the plot is recom­ 
mended. This enables the gardener 
to get a level grade, freeing it of 
depressions and hills, so that the 
planting will be proper. 
Never loose sight of the fact that

soil 
will grow 
healthy 
plants. Remember how green and 
how vigorous the pines, oaks, cean- 
othus. buckeyes, grass and wild 
flowers look in the rolling foothills 
country?

One of the best agents 
In keeping the tight amount of 
moisture in the soil is to work 
organic material into it at planting 
time. 
Compost Is excellent;. Fertilizers, 
such as manures in which straw 
makes up a part of the bulk, are 
good Peat Is good, too. These serve 
to sponge up the moisture. 
On the other hand no soil is 
healthy if it k kept constantly wet. 
Drainage 
is 
paramount. 
Water 
must get onto the soil, and it must 
get away too.

When banding to protect grape 
tines, be sure to apply bands to 
posts which support wires for the 
tines, or the uprights of treittsea 
upon which grape vines climb. Oil 
fruit trees, banding around the 
trunk of each tree is suftieieuL. 
Band trees two or three feet shove 
ground. 
The bands should be applied fee 
the early fall in order to catclfc 
both the fail and spring worms. 
Banding will aid in protecting 
fruit trees and grape vines against 
destructive 
cutworm«,

New Life For

Lily-of-the-valley plantings fre­ 
quently become so thick they are 
sod-like. When this occurs the 
plants go mostly to foliage and 
produce only a few small flowers. 
Old beds are liable to “run out** 
completely. 
If 
lily-of-the-vaHey 
plantings 
are top-dressed the plants will 
thrive and flower well for shout 
five years. Then the beds should 
be dug up, re-made, and the roots 
divided 
and 
replanted. 
Larger, 
finer flowers win appear the fol 
lowing spring. 
Lily-of-the-valley has a horizon 
fal rootstock, from which grow pips, 
which should be divided either in­ 
to small group* or singly. Groups 
can be replanted a foot or two 
apart and single roots four to six 
inches apart. Cover with one and a 
half inches of soil. 
Many people ruin their lily-of- 
the-valley plantings when picking 
the flowers. JEach plant usually 
has only two leaves, therefore, it 
is necessary that one leaf be left 
on the plant to supply food to the 
rootstock. When both leaves are 
picked It means no flowers the 
following year. 


Hitch-Hiking Beetles

On Wild Bees 
BERKELEY. Calif. (U.I9—Hitch- 
hiking beetles that depend upon 
wild bees for transportation and 
nourishment during their early 
stages are being studied by the 
University of California college of 
agriculture. 
Although parasitic on bees, the 
beetles lay their eggs on flower 
buds. 
As the buds develop into 
flowers, the beetle eggs hatch. The 
larvae then crawr up on the flower 
blooms and wait for a wild bee to

Mulches should not be used mi 
poorly drained garden soil. Do not 
apply them until the ground is 
warm, «ad water it well before 
mulching. Mulches are most effec­ 
tive during hot weather when they 
check evaporation of soil moisture 
and keep s o il temperatures ns 
much as 10 degrees cooler.
